INTRODUCTION. 


The  body  of  the  report  contains  information  in  detail  in 
reference  to  the  public  health  of  Bradford  during  the  year  1904. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to 
the  middle  of  the  year  was  285,089,  being  an  increase  of  only 
1677  on  that  of  the  year  preceding. 

1 

The  birth-rate,  as  calculated  in  the  ordinary  manner,  viz , per 
1000  of  the  total  population,  is  22*02,  which  is  the  lowest 
rate  yet  recorded  in  Bradford.  I have,  however,  this  year,  also 

reckoned  the  rate  upon  the  total  female  population  between  the 

ages  of  15  and  45  and  upon  the  number  of  married  women  at 
the  same  ages.  This  method  of  reckoning  (see  page  18)  shows 
that  the  true  decrease  in  the  birth-rate  of  recent  years  is  greater 
than  is  shown  by  the  ordinary  method,  and  that  the  fall  in  the 
Bradford  birth-rate  has  been  much  greater  than  in  the  rest  of 
England  and  Wales. 

The  death-rate  during  1904  was  17*38  per  1000  of  the 

population,  being  an  increase  of  105  per  1000  on  the  rate  for 
the  year  preceding.  Locally  the  death-rate  varied  between 
12*13  per  1000  in  Bolton  and  22*06  in  the  West  Ward.  The 
mortality  of  infants  under  twelve  months  of  age  amounted  to 
167  per  1000  of  the  children  born,  being  an  increase  of  19  per 
1000  on  the  figure  for  1903,  the  chief  causes  of  the  increase 

being  a heavier  mortality  from  zymotic  diarrhoea,  measles,  and 
premature  birth. 

In  the  Public  Institutions  of  the  City  there  occurred  863 
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deaths,  or  over  17  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  ; so  large  a 
proportion  is  evidence  of  the  extensive  use  which  is  made  of 
the  public  hospitals. 

The  mortality  from  diseases  usually  described  as  zymotic 
was  unusually  heavy,  the  chief  cause  being  zymotic  diarrhoea  in 
infants.  There  was,  however,  a great  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  diphtheria,  a disease  which  existed  in  an  epidemic 
form  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

Smallpox  was  introduced  early  in  the  year,  the  first  case 
occurring  in  a Common  Lodging  House  in  the  person  of  a 
navvy  who  had  been  infected  whilst  working  on  the  Harrogate 
Waterworks.  No  other  cases  appear  to  be  attributable  to  this 
particular  one,  but  the  disease  was  on  several  occasions  imported 
by  tramps,  and  in  one  instance  by  a cattle  drover  who  was  in- 
fected on  a Canadian  cattle  boat.  During  the  year  there  occurred 
100  cases  of  smallpox,  all  of  which  were  isolated  at  the  Bierley 
Hall  Hospital;  only  3 cases  ended  fatally,  but  grave  disfigurement 
was  wrought  in  many  and  loss  of  eyesight  in  a few. 

The  return  of  the  Vaccination  Officers  of  the  Bradford 
Onion  shows  that  infantile  vaccination  was  well  carried  out 
during  the  year  to  which  the  information  relates,  viz.,  1903,  as 
73  per  cent,  of  the  children  arriving  at  the  age  of  four  months 
during  that  year  were  certified  as  “successfully  vaccinated,”  and 
91*17  per  cent,  of  the  children  returned  as  finally  “accounted  for.” 
The  increase  in  infantile  vaccination  which  commenced  immediately 
after  the  passing  of  the  Vaccination  Act  of  1898  appears  to  be 
well  maintained. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Infants’  Department  of 
several  schools  for  the  purpose  of  checking  outbreaks  of  measles 
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amongst  very  young  children.  It  would  be  well  for  School 
Authorities  to  consider  the  advisability  of  accepting  children  for 
school  attendance  between  the  ages  of  three  and  five,  for  it  is  at 
this  period  of  life  that  children  are  most  susceptible  to  measles  and 
also  the  age  at  which  it  is  most  fatal.  School  attendance  under 
the  age  of  five  is  not  compulsory,  but  Government  grant  is  earned 
by  children  of  this  age,  hence  the  effort  made  by  teachers  to  secure 
their  attendance  ; in  many  cases,  too,  parents  are  glad  to  get  rid 
of  their  responsibility  for  a while  and  are  not  averse  from  the 
attendance  of  their  young  charges  at  the  Infant  Schools.  If 
children  under  five  years  of  age  were  not  allowed  to  attend  school 
there  would  be  a smaller  mortality  from  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
less  defective  eyesight,  and  more  room  in  the  school  houses  available 
for  the  accommodation  of  older  pupils. 

The  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  came  into  force  oit 
January  1st,  1904.  Its  chief  objects  are  (a)  to  prescribe  the  age 
below  which  employment  of  children  is  illegal,  and  (b)  the  hours 
between  which  employment  is  illegal,  and  (V)  the  number  of  daily 
and  weekly^  hours  bey^ond  which  employment  is  illegal  ; also  to 
prohibit  or  permit,  subject  to  conditions,  the  employment  of 
children  in  any  occupation. 

Bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  children’s  employment  have 
been  adopted,  and  the  duty  of  seeing  that  they  are  carried 
out  rests  with  the  inspector  already  appointed  to  work  under 
the  Shop  Hours  Act.  During  the  year  10  persons  were  detected 

in  employing  children  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the 

\ 

penalties-  and  costs  amounting  to  £j  8s.  6d. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives’  Act,  1902, 
only  44  women  have  given  notice  of  intention  to  practise  in  the 
City.  If  my  opinion  is  correct  that  this  number  does  not  repre- 
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sent  the  whole  of  the  women  engaged  in  this  practice  inde- 
pendently of  medical  supervision,  there  must  be  some  women 
practising  illegally.  In  my  opinion,  the  duty  of  the  inspection 
of  midwives  and  their  practice  will  prove  to  be  troublesome  and 
irksome,  but  it  is  one  of  extreme  importance,  and  an  inspector 
qualified  to  practise  midwifery  should  be  appointed  to  carry  out 
the  work. 

The  new  disinfecting  station  in  Canal  Road  is  on  the  point 
of  completion,  and  I am  sure  will  prove  to  be  a great  assistance 
in  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  state  that  the  Sanitary  Staff  have 
been  well  occupied  during  the  whole  year,  and  have  carried  out 
their  duties  satisfactorily,  the  work  of  the  inspector  on  special 
smallpox  duty,  and  of  the  women  inspectors  on  house  inspection

and  prevention  of  overcrowding  being  particularly  valuable.

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BIRTHS. 

The  births  registered  during  the  year  amounted  to  6,278,  consisting 
of  3,144  males  and  3,134  females.  The  birth-rate  for  the  year  calcu- 
lated upon  the  estimated  population  is  therefore  22*02  per  1,000,  being 
a decrease  of  1*25  per  1,000  upon  the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  and 
the  lowest  yet  recorded  in  Bradford.  Locally  the  birth-rate  varied  from 
1 6*7  in  Allerton  to  26*9  in  the  South  Ward.  The  birth-rate  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  27*9,  and  for  the  seventy-six  great 
towns  of  the  country  29*1  per  1,000  of  the  population.  In  142  smaller 
towns  it  was  27*5  per  1,000. 

Illegitimate  Births. — The  number  of  infants  registered  as  having  been 
born  out  of  wedlock  was  340,  being  in  the  proportion  of  54  per  1,000 
births,  the  average  proportion  in  the  preceding  10  years  having  been 
51  per  1000. 


The  mean  birth-rates  in  Bradford,  calculated  upon  the  total  popula- 
tion at  the  last  three  Census  periods,  were  as  under,  which  method  of 
reckoning  shows  a decrease  in  the  birth-rate  of  33  per  cent,  since  1881

A calculation  of  the  birth-rate  on  the  total  population,  however, 
fails  to  take  into  account  the  age  constitution  of  the  population,  and 
particularly  the  proportion  of  the  females  living  at  conceptive  ages.  A 
better  method  of  estimating  the  birth-rate  is  to  apply  the  number  of 
births  to  the  number  of  women  living  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45. 
A reference  to  the  Census  returns  shows  that  the  proportion  of  women 
aged  15 — 45  years  to  the  total  population  at  the  Census  of  1881  was 
26*6,  and  that  it  rose  to  26*9  in  1891,  and  to  28*7  in  1901  ; so  that 
if  the  fecundity  of  the  female  population  at  these  ages  had  undergone 
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no  change  since  1881,  and  had  the  ratio  of  births  to  the  female  popula- 
tion at  age  15 — 45  been  the  same  in  1881  as  in  1904,  the  births 
recorded  last  year  would  have  been  9,987,  instead  of  6,278.

These  comparisons  show  that  the  fall  in  the  birth-rate  has  been 
greater  than  is  represented  by  a comparison  of  the  rates  calculated  on 
the  total  population.  Also  that  the  Bradford  birth-rate  has,  since  1881, 
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fallen  more  rapidly  than  the  rate  for  the  whole  country.  Incidentally 
it  is  also  noticed  that  the  Bradford  birth-rate,  as  ascertained  in  the 
manner  above  described,  has  during  the  same  time  been  lower  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales,  but  this  is  probably  due  to  the  existence 
of  a large  number  of  unmarried  women,  who  are  attracted  to  the  city 
by  employment  in  the  textile  industries.

The  number  of  deaths 
occurring  in  these  Institutions  is  shown  in  brackets  in  the  first  column 
of  the  table. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  1904  was  4956,  as  compared  with 
4600  for  the  previous  year.  The  annual  death-rate  per  1000  of  the 
population  was  17 *54,  that  for  England  and  Wales  being  16*2  and  for  the 
seventy-six  great  towns  of  the  country  17 '2  per  1000.  The  distribution  of 
the  deaths  according  to  Municipal  Wards  is  indicated  on  page  27.

The  standard  death-rate  in  column  i signifies  what  the  death-rate 
in  each  town  should  be,  provided  the  death-rates  at  the  various  ages  were 
the  same  as  in  England  and  Wales,  during  the  previous  decenium  when 
at  all  ages  the  death-rate  was  18*19  per  1000. 
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The  factor  for  correction  is  the  figure  by  which  the  recorded 
death-rate  should  be  multiplied  in  order  to  correct  for  variations  of  age 
and  sex  distribution. 

The  corrected  death-rate  is  the  recorded  death-rate  multiplied  by 
the  factor  for  correction. 

The  comparative  mortality  figure  represents  the  corrected  death-rate 
in  each  town  compared  with  the  recorded  death-rate  at  all  ages  in 
England  and  Wales  in  1904  taken  as  1000.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

By  this  term  is  meant  the  mortality  rate  amongst  infants  under  twelve 
months  of  age,  and  it  is  calculated  upon  the  number  of  children  born  during 
the  year.  The  infantile  death-rate  during  1904  amounted  to  167  per  1000 
of  the  children  born. 

The  average  infantile  mortality  in  the  76  large  towns  was  160. 

The  affections  which  appear  to  have  been  most  destructive  to  infant  life 
during  the  past  year  were  lung  diseases,  convulsions,  atrophy,  diarrhoea, 
and  the  conditions  associated  with  prematurity  of  birth.

The  mortality  from  diseases  of  this  order  is  much  in  excess  of  the 
previous  year,  260  deaths  being  ascribed  to  Diarrhoea,  in  comparison  with 
139  for  the  year  1903.  An  epidemic  of  Measles  caused  the  deaths  of  over 
150  children,  and  Diphtheria,  which  has  during  the  past  few  years  shown 
a steady  increase  in  prevalance,  assumed  an  epidemic  form  and  was  responsible 
for  l 5 1 deaths,  almost  all  the  victims  being  children  under  10  years  of  age. 
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The  incidence  of  mortality  from  Zymotic  Disease  in  Bradford  is  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  seventy-six  great  towns  in  the  table  following.

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SCARLATINA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlatina  reported  to  my  department,  chiefly 
through  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  was 
1240,  as  compared  with  814,  the  number  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  terminating  fatally  was  33,  equivalent  to  a fatality  rate 
of  27  per  cent. 

Of  the  cases  notified  868  were  removed  to  hospital,  a proportion  of 
7cco  per  cent.  The  numbers  admitted  to  each  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals

MEASLES. 

The  mortality  from  measles  contrasts  very  unfavourably  with  that  of 
the  previous  year,  when  only  15  deaths  occurred  in  comparison  with  152 
during  the  year  1904.  All  the  deaths,  with  one  exception,  were  of 
children  under  5 years  of  age,  and  the  majority  of  these  under  3 
years. 

The  chief  methods  adopted  to  check  the  spread  of  this  disease  were 
the  exclusion  from  school  of  children  from  infected  houses,  so  far  as 
these  could  be  discovered,  and  in  some  cases  the  closing  of  schools  for 
periods  of  a fortnight  or  three  weeks,  followed  by  disinfection  and 
cleaning  of  the  buildings.  Altogether  7 schools  were  temporarily  closed 
with  this  object.

WHOOPING  COUGH. 


Whooping  Cough  has  not  been  so  prevalent  as  usual,  54  deaths 
being  attributed  to  it  in  comparison  with  92  for  the  year  preceding. 
All  the  deaths  except  two  were  of  children  under  five  years  of  age, 
and  half,  viz.,  27,  were  children  of  less  than  twelve  months.  The  vast 
majority  of  the  fatal  cases  were  complicated  with  some  affection  of  the 
respiratory  organs — generally  bronchitis  or  broncho-pneumonia.

Until  quite  recently  Bradford  has  been  comparatively  free  from  this 
disease,  offering  in  this  respect  a marked  contrast  to  some  of  the 
neighbouring  County  Boroughs.  A reference  to  the  table  below  shows 
that  since  the  year  1897,  when  the  number  of  cases  coming  to  my  notice 
was  28,  there  was  a gradual  increase  in  prevalence  till  1902,  a slight  fall 
in  the  next  year,  followed  by  a phenomenal  rise  during  1904,  comprising 
832  cases,  15 1 of  which  ended  fatally.

From  the  following  table,  which  classifies  the  attacks  in  several  age 
groups,  it  is  noticeable  that  by  far  the  larger  number,  viz.,  622  out  of  832, 
occurred  in  children  between  three  years  of  age  and  thirteen.  Such  a 
heavy  evidence  as  this  suggests  that  school  influence  has  probably  played 
an  important  part  in  the  spread  of  the  disease.

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At  the  commencement  of  the  year  I noticed  that  during  the  fortnight 
ending  January  30th,  out  of  a total  of  25  cases  notified  sixteen  occurred 
in  children  attending  St.  Stephen’s  Schools  in  West  Bowling,  and  for 
several  weeks  later  the  children  attending  this  school  suffered  more  heavily 
from  Diphtheria  than  those  attending  any  other.  Later  on  the  disease  appears 
to  have  spread  amongst  the  pupils  attending  other  schools,  the  chief  of  which 
were  Cross  Lane  Municipal  School,  St.  Joseph’s  Roman  Catholic,  Wood- 
royd  Municipal  School,  and  Ryan  Street  Municipal  School.  The  total 
number  of  cases  occurring  in  these  schools  during  the  year  being  72,  55, 
31,  57,  and  32  respectively. 

In  reference  to  one  of  these  schools,  viz.,  St.  Stephen’s,  I am  of 
opinion  that  the  defective  ventilation  of  the  buildings  and  the  situation  of 
the  school  itself  is  to  some  extent  responsible  for  the  spread  of  the  disease 
amongst  its  pupils.  I had  an  interview  with  the  managers,  who  seem 
anxious  to  make  some  necessary  improvements,  and  I have  suggested  that 
some  cottages  in  close  proximity  should  be  pulled  down  in  order  to 
improve  the  external  ventilation.

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The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  houses  invaded  with  Diphtheria 
are  briefly  set  forth  in  the  following  table,  from  which  it  is  seen  that 
the  sanitary  condition  in  reference  to  696  of  the  cases  is  reported  to 
be  satisfactory,  although  defects,  more  or  less  serious,  were  discovered 
in  some  of  the  houses  inspected. 

I am  of  opinion  that  faults  in  house  construction  or  faulty  conditions 
of  Ashpits  and  Privies  have  not  been  the  cause  of  the  present  outbreak. 
At  the  same  time,  I think  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  Ashpits 
and  Privy  Middens  emptied  more  frequently  than  is  done  at  present.

Causes  of  the  Outbreak. — The  causes  of  the  recent  prevalence  of 
Diphtheria  are  no  doubt  complex,  and  I am  of  opinion  that  the  chief  has 
been  school  influence,  which  was  most  marked  in  the  cases  of  St.  Stephen’s 
Church  Schools,  Cross  Lane  Municipal  School,  Woodroyd  Municipal  School, 
and  Ryan  Street  Municipal  School. 

Preventive  Methods  Adopted. — The  following  measures  were  taken  with

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 


During  the  year  193  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  came  under  my  notice, 
of  which  96  were  removed  to  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment.  In 
the  year  preceding  there  were  275  cases,  173  of  which  were  treated  in 
hospital.

The  cases  terminating  fatally  numbered  41,  equivalent  to  a fatality 
rate  of  21 '2  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  was  entirely  sporadic,  there  being  no 
group  of  cases  which  could  be  traced  to  a common  source.

VACCINATION. 

The  return  as  to  the  numbers  of  infants  vaccinated,  furnished  by  the 
Superintendent  Vaccination  Officer,  shows  that  73  per  cent,  of  children 
reaching  the  age  at  which  vaccination  is  prescribed  by  law  were  success- 
fully vaccinated  during  the  year  ; and  that  of  the  total  number  of  infants 
born  during  the  year  1903,  91*26  per  cent,  were  entered  in  the  books  as 
“ finally  accounted  for.”  A comparison  with  similar  returns  for  previous 
years  proves  that  infant  vaccination  is  becoming  more  widely  accepted 
year  after  year  ; there  has,  in  fact,  been  a continuous  increase  in  the  pro- 
portion of  infants  vaccinated  since  the  passing  of  the  Vaccination  Act 
of  1898.  A reference  to  Column  IV.,  however,  indicates  that  the  con- 
scientious objector  is  still  in  evidence,  for  no  less  than  300  applications 
for  exemption  were  obtained  by  parents  resident  in  the  Bradford  Union 
in  the  year  1903,  in  spite  of  the  prevalence  of  Smallpox  and  continuous 
increase  of  expenditure  required  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Smallpox 
Hospital.

SMALLPOX. 

After  a complete  immunity  from  Smallpox  since  October,  1903, 
a case  occurred  on  April  28th,  1905,  in  a common  lodging-house,  the 
sufferer  being  a navvy,  and  had  recently  been  working  ' at  Harrogate, 
Knaresborough,  and  Retford.  The  source  of  his  infection  was  not 
discovered.  The  total  number  of  persons  accommodated  in  the  lodging- 
house  at  the  time  was  130,  and  although  all  refused  vaccination  or 
revaccination,  no  other  case  occurred.  The  usual  measures  of  disinfection 
of  house  and  clothing  were  taken  and  the  contacts  kept  under  observation 
for  16  days. 

On  April  30th  another  case  was  discovered  at  Low  Moor  whose 
infection  was  afterwards  found  to  be  due  to  an  outbreak  in  another  family 
in  the  district  whose  illness  was  considered  by  the  head  of  the  household 
to  be  Chickenpox,  and  no  medical  practitioner  was  consulted.  On  May  5th 
a case  was  notified  in  Tomlinson  Street,  the  patient  being  a cattle  drover, 
and  had  been  infected  whilst  on  board  a Canadian  cattle  boat.  On  May 
14th  three  cases  were  discovered  at  Low  Moor,  the  patients  being 
unvaccinated  children  of  four,  six,  and  nine  years  of  age  respectively. 
The  eldest  had  been  suffering  from  Smallpox  for  about  a fortnight,  and 
at  the  beginning  of  his  illness  had  attended  Carr  Lane  School,  and  later 
had  been  allowed  to  mix  with  other  children  in  the  district.  He  had  been 
treated  for  Chickenpox  by  a woman  living  in  the  locality,  but  when  the  other 
two  children  became  infected  a medical  practitioner  was  consulted  and  the 
illness  discovered  to  be  Smallpox.  One  of  the  children  had  attended  the 
Infants’  School  at  Raw  Nook,  Low  Moor,  which  circumstance,  in  addition 
to  the  school  attendance  of  the  eldest  child,  necessitated  132  teachers  and 
children  and  1 1 other  persons  being  kept  under  observation  and  daily 
inspection  for  the  usual  period  of  16  days.  On  May  17th  another 
outbreak  was  notified  from  Smithy  Hill,  Wibsey,  and  it  was  ascertained 
that  the  sufferer  had  been  in  contact  with  another  person  supposed  to  be 
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suffering  from  Chickenpox  about  a fortnight  previously,  but  an  examina- 
tion showed  that  this  person  also  was  recovering  from  Smallpox.  Further 
investigation  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  other  cases  and  a satisfactory 
explanation  of  the  infection  of  some  whose  source  of  infection  had  up  to 
this  time  been  impossible  to  discover.  A case  of  concealment  of  a person 
suffering  from  Smallpox  was  discovered  in  Short  Row,  Low  Moor,  in  June, 
resulting  in  the  infection  of  six  other  persons.  The  householder  was 
prosecuted  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  for  failure  to 
notify  the  disease,  was  convicted  and  fined  5s.  and  7s.  costs,  or  seven 
days’  imprisonment. 

Smallpox  was  more  or  less  prevalent  during  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
being  introduced  by  tramps  and  frequenters  of  common  lodgingdiouses  on 
several  occasions.  Altogether  100  cases  came  to  my  knowledge,  all  of 
which  were  sent  to  Bierley  Hall  for  isolation  and  treatment ; three  cases 
terminated  fatally. 

An  inquiry  was  made  as  to  the  origin  of  each  case,  and  examples 
of  such  inquiry  and  the  spreading  of  the  disorder  by  unrecognised  are 
given  in  a diagrammatic  form. 

At  the  request  of  the  Health  Committee  I attended,  together  with  the 
Chairman  of  that  Committee,  a Conference  on  “Smallpox  and  Vagrancy,” 
held  on  November  10th  in  the  Offices  of  the  London  County  Council. 
Our  report  is  published  as  an  appendix.

Special  inquiries  have  also  been  made,  at  the  request  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  into  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  dwellings,  in  cases  of 
infant  mortality  and  puerperal  septic  affections.

AMBULANCE  AND  DISINFECTING  STAFF. 


The  Ambulance  equipment  consists  of  two  men,  two  horses,  and  two 
ambulances,  and  is  located  at  the  Leeds  Road  Hospital. 

This  staff  has  during  the  year  removed  1144  cases  of  infectious  disease 
from  their  homes,  either  to  the  Hospital  at  Leeds  Road  or  to  Bierley  Hall. 
Cases  have  also  been  removed  from  one  or  other  of  the  constituent  districts 
of  the  Calverley  Joint  Hospital  Board  or  the  Thornton,  Clayton,  and 
Wilsden  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  the  Leeds  Road  Hospital  when  accom- 
modation could  not  be  provided  for  them  in  their  respective  districts. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  isolated  in  the  Hospitals 
available  for  this  purpose  is  shown  in  the  table.  It  is  seen  that  the 
Leeds  Road  Hospital  is  used  for  the  great  bulk  of  the  cases.

PATHOLOGICAL 

LABORATORY. 

During  the  year  1904,  733  specimens  were  sent  to  the  City  Laboratory 
for  examination,  viz. 

i.  For  Diphtheria  504  (182  positive,  322  negative). 

ii.  For  Enteric  Fever  53  (24  positive,  29  negative). 

iii.  For  Tuberculosis  150  (50  positive,  100  negative). 

iv.  For  Anthrax  4 (-  positive,  4 negative), 

v.  Miscellaneous  22. 


DISINFECTING  STATION. 


A Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  on  April  14th  to 
consider  an  application  to  borrow  A5°°°  f°r  the  provision  of  a new 
Disinfecting  Station  in  Canal  Road.  Permission  to  borrow  was  subse- 
quently granted,  and  the  building  is  now  completed.  Provision  in  the  new 
building  is  made  for  a disinfecting  machine  by  Defries  & Son,  and  sufficient 
stabling  and  coachhouse  accommodation  provided.  The  new  station  will 
prove  to  be  extremely  useful  and  enable  the  staff  to  do  more  efficient  work 
than  was  possible  in  the  old  building  in  the  Hammerton  Street  Destructor 
Yard.

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NOTICES  TO  SCHOOL  TEACHERS,  LIBRARIANS, 

AND  PARENTS. 

Whenever  a case  of  infectious  disease  comes  to  my  knowledge  inquiry 
is  made  as  to  the  School  attendance  (both  Sunday  and  Day  Schools),  and 
a notice  is  sent  to  the  Head  Teacher  advising  that  no  children  should  be 
received  at  School  from  such  infected  house  until  after  cleansing  and 
disinfection  have  been  done  and  a certificate  of  safety  given  from  my  office. 

At  the  same  time  a notice  is  also  sent  to  the  parents  of  the  sufferer. 
In  this  service  4723  notices  were  sent  out  during  the  year. 

The  Chief  Librarian  is  also  supplied  daily  with  a list  of  infected

houses,  and  if  any  such  house  contains  a book  belonging  to  a Free  Library 
information  is  sent  to  me,  the  books  are  collected,  and  if  filthy  destroyed  ; 
should  they  be  in  a clean  condition  they  are  sent  to  the  City  Hospital 
for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

The  number  of  books  taken  from  infected  houses  was  292,  for  which 
^31  ns.  od.  was  the  sum  paid  by  the  Health  Department  to  the 
Free  Library  Department. 


MILK  DEPOT. 

The  operations  of  the  Milk  Depot  have  been  carried  on  as  before, 
and  premises  have  been  improved  by  a rearrangement  of  the  interior,  in 
consequence  of  which  more  space  is  given  to  the  sterilising  room.  About 
75  infants  per  week  have  been  fed  on  the  humanised  milk,  and  during 
the  year  ended  December,  1904,  57,000  pint  bottles  of  sterilised  milk 
were  sold  in  addition. 

CREMATORIUM. 

An  inquiry  by  the  Local  Government  Board  was  held  on  April  14th, 
1904,  in  consequence  of  an  application  to  borrow  AA00°  f°r  the  erection 
of  a Crematorium  in  Scholemoor  Cemetery.  Approval  was  subsequently 
given,  and  the  building  is  now  in  an  advanced  state. 


ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

During  the  year  ending  December,  1904,  615  samples  of  food 
and  drugs  have  been  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  by  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Inspector.  Of  these  575  have  been  certified  by  the  Analyst  as 
pure,  and  40  as  adulterated  or  doubtful. 

Four  of  the  offenders  were  summoned  before  the  justices,  and  penalties 
and  costs  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  ^37  is.  were  inflicted. 


• In  the  other  cases  the  amount  of  adulteration  was  considered  by  the 
Health  Committee  too  small  to  warrant  proceedings  before  the  justices, 
and  twenty-one  offenders  were  cautioned  by  the  Health  Committee  as  to 
their  future  conduct. 

Three  wholesale  dealers  in  Margarine  have  been  registered  during 
the  year. 

The  Food  Inspector  has  seized  or  caused  to  be  surrendered  5 boxes 
of  hake,  4 boxes  of  haddock,  12  boxes  of  tomatoes,  and  12  bags  of 
potatoes.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT,  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES,  POTTED 


MEAT  AND  SAUSAGE  MANUFACTORIES. 


During  the  year  there  have  been  24  seizures  of  unsound  meat, 
viz  : — i28olbs.  of  beef,  3oolbs.  of  pork,  7olbs.  of  veal,  2 barrels  of  tripe, 
2 boxes  and  12  dozen  sheep’s  kidneys,  2 boxes  pig’s  kidneys,  and  28  geese. 

In  addition  to  the  above  32518^.  of  beef,  iipolbs.  of  mutton,  8392TS. 
of  pork,  i534lbs.  of  veal,  5 61bs.  sheep’s  kidneys,  2c\vts.  cows’  udders,  12  kegs 
of  tripe,  1 cask,  i4cwts.  and  8 sets  of  offal,  28  sets  of  sheep’s  offal,  and  18 
stones  of  hake  were  examined  by  the  Meat  Inspectors  on  the  request  of  the 
owners,  and  being  found  unlit  for  human  food  were  surrendered  and  after 
wards  destroyed  at  the  Refuse  Destructor  Works. 

'The  number  of  private  slaughter-houses  within  the  City  is  59  ; 37  of 
these  are  under  the  old  regulations,  and  22  subject  to  annual  licence. 

The  number  of  places  at  which  potted  meat  and  sausages  are  known  to 
be  made  for  sale  is  141  as  against  139  last  year. 

The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  has  been  as  follows 
Private  Slaughterhouses  1329,  Potted  Meat  and  Sausage  Works  1832. 

The  Public  Abattoirs  and  Markets  were  visited  several  times  daily. 


DAIRIES,  COW  SHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

There  are  at  present  registered  within  the  City  under  the  “ Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1878,”  621  Cow  Sheds  and  369  Milk  Shops  and 
Purveyors  of  Milk,  as  against  590  and  421  respectively  last  year. 

During  the  year  28  applications  have  been  made  for  registration  of 
premises  for  the  sale  of  milk,  and  upon  inspection  21  of  these  persons, 
whose  premises  were  found  to  be  suitable,  subject  to  certain  alterations  were 
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registered  accordingly,  the  remaining  7 whose  premises  were  found  to  be 
unsuitable  were  refused  registration. 

Inspection  has  been  made  of  the  milk  and  milk  vessels  coming  into 
the  city  by  rail  or  otherwise  from  places  beyond  the  city  boundaries,  and 
numerous  samples  thus  delivered  have  been  taken  by  the  Food  Inspector 
for  analysis,  the  results  of  which  show  the  milk  to  have  been  of  good 
quality,  the  milk  vessels,  except  in  5 cases,  were  found  to  be  clean  and 
properly  inscribed  in  accordance  with  the  Acts  and  Regulations.  The 
offenders  were  cautioned  as  to  their  future  conduct. 

In  accordance  with  notices  served  upon  the  owners  and  occupiers  of 
cow  sheds  for  alterations  as  to  air-space,  drainage,  lighting,  and  ventilation, 
21  premises  have  been  altered,  and  four  new  ones  erected. 

During  the  year  amended  bye-laws  or  regulations  have  been  obtained  by 
your  Committee  for  fixing  the  lighting,  ventilation,  and  air  space  for  cow- 
sheds, and  the  better  provisions  for  the  storage  of  milk  and  milk  vessels 
in  dairies,  and  the  same,  it  is  hoped,  will  in  the  near  future  be  rigorously 
enforced. 

The  number  of  visits  and  inspections  made  by  the  Inspector  during 
the  year  is  as  follows  : — Cow  sheds,  814  ; milk  shops  and  dairies,  473. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  Inspector's  visits  to  cow 
sheds  to  the  enforcement  of  the  “ limewashing  regulations,”  and  in  all 
cases  these  were  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

INSPECTION  OF  FISH,  FRIED  FISH  SHOPS,  AND 

ICE  CREAM  MAKERS’  PREMISES. 

During  the  year  678  visits  have  been  paid  by  the  Inspector  to 
premises  used  for  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  and  a marked 
improvement  has  been  effected  as  regards  the  cleanliness  and  general 
sanitary  condition  of  these  places,  and  also  in  the  more  careful 
manipulation  of  the  production. 
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The  vessels  of  64  ice  cream  vendors  in  the  street  have  been 
examined  ; these  were  found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory. 

One  person  was  summoned  for  a breach  of  the  Health  Committee’s 
regulations,  viz.,  for  exposing  ice  cream  to  contamination,  being  mulcted 
in  the  costs,  5s. 

Six  hundred  and  fifteen  visits  have  been  paid  to  Fried  Fish  Shops 
in  various  parts  of  the  City.  The  fish  in  each  case  has  been  found  to 
be  of  good  quality,  and  numerous  samples  of  the  fat  and  vinegar  used 
have  been  procured  and  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  for  analysis,  with 
the  result  that  all  the  fats  have  been  found  to  be  genuine  and  free 
from  anything  of  an  objectionable  nature  ; the  samples  of  vinegar  were 
also  satisfactory. 

The  conditions  of  fried  fish  shops  generally  are  much  improved  with 
regard  to  cleanliness,  and  in  many  cases  by  the  substitution  of  sanitary 
cooking  ranges  in  place  of  the  old  open  pans,  which  minimise  to  a 
great  extent  the  smell  which  may  be  emitted,  rendering  the  places 
healthier  for  those  engaged  in  the  business,  and  also  less  likely  to  cause 
a nuisance. 

St.  James’s  Wholesale  Markets  are  visited  frequently  (market  mornings 
early  during  the  summer  months). 

One  seizure  was  made  of  a barrel  of  haddocks  (9  stones),  but  the 
evidence  did  not  warrant  a prosecution. 

At  the  request  of  the  various  owners  examinations  have  been  made 
of  various  food  stuffs  consigned  for  sale,  and  the  undermentioned  goods 
being  found  unfit  for  human  food,  were  voluntarily  surrendered  and 
destroyed  at  Hammerton  Street  Destructor  Works,  viz.  : — 57J  stones  of 
haddock,  45  stones  of  codfish,  126  stones  of  finnan  haddock,  48  stones 
of  finnan  codlings,  n stones  of  finnan  whiting,  8 stones  of  whiting,  29 
stones  of  shrimps,  18 \ stones  of  prawns,  4 boxes  of  prawns,  2 kits  of 
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mixed  fish,  12  boxes  of  crayfish,  38  boxes  of  smelts,  8z}.lbs.  of  grayling, 
5 boxes  of  cured  sprats,  10  boxes  of  herrings,  8 barrels  of  herrings, 
14,200  loose  herrings,  4 boxes  of  cured  herrings,  140  boxes  of  kippers, 
10  bags  of  cockles,  i6|  bags  of  mussels,  1 turkey,  9 hares,  197  rabbits, 
21  chickens,  27  ducks,  3 pigeons,  5 bags  of  picked  shrimps,  27  boxes 
of  tomatoes,  75  crates  of  bananas,  9 bags  of  Brussels  sprouts,  19^  stones 
of  Brussels  sprouts,  2 flats  of  watercress,  3 boxes  of  grapes,  4 boxes  of 
asparagus,  10  baskets  of  cherries,  9olbs.  of  strawberries,  and  17  boxes 
of  apples. 

SHOP  HOURS  ACT,  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT, 
EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  ACT. 
INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS,  WORKSHOPS,  AND 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  shops  visited  and  investigations  made  by  the  Inspector  number 
3978.  In  244  shops  the  employers  had  failed  to  exhibit  the  notice 
required  by  the  Shop  Hours  Act,  stating  the  hours  during  which  young 

persons  may  be  employed  in  shops.  Four  of  these  employers,  who  had 

been  previously  cautioned  for  similar  offences,  were  prosecuted,  and  the 

remainder  were  served  with  a warning  notice. 

Three  young  persons  were  found  to  have  been  employed  in  shops 
for  a period  exceeding  74  hours  in  one  week.  Each  of  the  employers 
was  served  with  a warning  notice. 

'Thirteen  young  persons  were  found  to  have  been  employed  in  shops 
after  having  been  previously  employed  on  the  same  day  in  a factory 
or  workshop  for  the  full  number  of  hours  permitted  by  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act.  In  five  case  prosecutions  were  instituted,  and  the  other 
employers  were  warned. 

Special  visits  were  made  to  313  shops  where  female  assistants  were 
employed,  and  inquiries  made  as  to  compliance  with  the  Shop  Seats 
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Act,  1899.  In  only  one  case  was  it  found  that  the  necessary  seats  were 
not  provided,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Inspector  the  employer  immediately 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

The  Shop  Inspector  was  appointed  as  Inspector  under  the  Employment 
of  Children  Act,  1903,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  of  January,  1904. 

The  Inspector  has  made  a large  number  of  day  and  night  visits 
with  a view  to  the  enforcement  of  this  Act.  which  relates  to  children 
who  are  under  14  years  of  age  and  are  employed  in  any  labour  (indoor 
or  outdoor)  by  way  of  trade  or  for  purposes  of  gain,  whether  the  gain 
be  to  the  child  or  to  any  other  person.  Employments  covered  by  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  and  the  Mines  Regulation  Acts,  1872 
and  1887,  are  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

In  particular  the  Act  totally  prohibits  the  employment  of  any  such 
child — (a)  between  9 p.m.  and  6 a.m.,  or  (b)  in  lifting,  carrying,  or  moving 
heavy  weights,  or  (c)  in  any  occupation  likely  to  be  injurious  to  the  life, 
limb,  health,  or  education  of  the  child. 

The  Act  totally  prohibits  the  employment  of  any  child  under  1 1 
years  of  age  in  street  trading,  and  also  provides  that  factory  and 
workshop  half-timers  shall  not  be  engaged  in  any  other  occupation, 
and  also  contains  provisions  as  to  the  employment  of  children  in  public 
entertainments. 

Persons  employing  children  contrary  to  these  provisions  and  parents 
or  guardians  who  conduced  to  such  employment  are  liable  to  penalties. 

Power  is  given  to  the  Local  Authority  to  make  flye-laws  in  relation 
to  the  employment  of  children,  and  these  may  vary  the  hours  between 
which  children  may  be  employed.  A series  of  Bye-laws  dealing  with  these 
matters  is  under  consideration. 

During  the  year  the  Inspector  has  found  142  children  employed 
between  the  hours  of  nine  in  the  evening  and  six  in  the  morning,  and 
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three  children  employed  in  shops  who  were  also  employed  as  half-timers 
under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901.  Ten  of  the  employers  who 
had  been  warned  for  previous  offences  were  prosecuted  and  the  remainder 
were  served  with  warning  notices. 

138  children  have  been  licensed  by  the  magistrates  to  perform  on  the 
stage  at  the  various  theatres,  and  visits  were  made  in  each  case  by  the 
Inspector  to  see  that  the  conditions  of  the  licences  were  fulfilled.  In 
one  case  it  was  found  that  a child  was  performing  without  a licence,  and 
the  manager  was  warned  not  to  repeat  the  offence. 

The  Inspector  has  also  made  1779  visits  to  Workshops  and  774 
visits  to  Bakehouses,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  cleanliness, 
closet  accommodation,  ventilation,  and  general  sanitary  condition  of 
these  places. 

347  Workshops  and  97  Bakehouses  have  been  added  to  the  Registers 
kept  by  the  Inspector.  The  total  numbers  now  on  the  Registers  are 
1845  Workshops  and  477  Bakehouses.

Of  the  92  underground  Bakehouses  which  existed  in  the  City  at  the 
passing  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  56  have  been  certified 
to  be  suitable  places  and  the  remaining  36  have  been  closed. 

In  regard  to  one  underground  bakehouse  occupied  without  a certificate 
of  suitability,  the  summonses  taken  out  by  the  Corporation  in  respect  of  the 
offence  were  dismissed  by  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  on  the  ground  that 
as  the  bakehouse  was  established  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901,  the  provision  as  to  certificate  of  suitability  did  not 
apply.  The  Corporation,  however,  appealed  against  this  decision,  and 
their  appeal  was  allowed  with  costs,  and  the  case  sent  back  with  instructions 
to  convict,  the  conviction  following  in  due  course  on  the  rehearing  of 
the  case.  A report  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Fligh  Court  is  found  in 
Appendix  II.*

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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the 
City  is  37,  as  against  39  last  year. 

The  houses  contain  161  rooms  for  sleeping  purposes  and  are  registered 
to  accommodate  1419  persons  nightly. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  been  accommodated  during  the  year 
is  378,955,  the  nightly  average  being  1038. 

These  houses  have  been  regularly  visited  during  the  year  (both  day  and 
night)  by  the  Inspector,  and  the  Bye  Laws  and  Regulations  for  their  manage- 
ment strictly  enforced. 

Legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  against  three  persons  for  keeping 
Common  Lodging  Houses,  without  the  same  being  registered  and  approved 
of  by  the  Authorities,  and  penalties  and  costs  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
Ah  were  enforced. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  these  houses  during  the  year  by  the 
Inspector  was  3649. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

The  number  of  “ Houses  let  in  Lodgings,”  or  occupied  by  members 
of  more  than  one  family,  within  the  City  is  189,  the  number  of  rooms  so 
occupied  being  424. 

These  houses  are  all  registered,  and  are  regularly  visited  and  reported 
upon  by  the  Inspector. 

Several  breaches  of  the  Bye  Laws  and  Regulations  were  observed  by 
the  Inspector  at  these  houses,  but  upon  the  attention  of  the  landlord  or 
person  responsible  being  drawn  thereto  the  same  were  remedied. 

During  the  year  3015  visits  were  paid  by  the  Inspector  to  these  houses. 
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SMOKE  NUISANCE  INSPECTION. 

The  number  of  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  Smoke  Nuisances 
during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1904,  was  116,  these  being  served 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

In  respect  to  these  notices  58  cases  were  heard  before  the  City 
Justices  and  dealt  with  as  follows:— 

In  39  cases  fines  were  inflicted  for  non-compliance  with  Justices’ 

orders.  Penalties  amounting  to  AD9  ios-  and  costs  ADS  13s.  were 

% 

imposed. 

In  18  cases  orders  were  made  requiring  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance 
within  periods  varying  from  14  days  to  1 month  and  ordered  payment  of 
costs  amounting  to  2s. 

The  total  amount  of  penalties  and  costs  amounted  to  £41  5s. 

The  outlying  districts,  viz.,  Thornton,  Allerton,  Great  Horton,  Idle, 
Greengates,  Eccleshill,  and  North  Bierley,  have  been  frequently  inspected, 
and  over  700  visits  have  been  made  to  steam  users  by  the  Inspector. 

During  the  year  a large  number  of  Dyers,  Spinners,  and  Manufacturers 
have  added  extra  boilers  to  their  plants,  and  in  many  cases  different  types  of 
mechanical  stokers  have  also  been  affixed  to  boilers. 


CANAL  BOATS. 

During  the  year  146  boats  plying  upon  the  Canal  within  the  City 
were  examined  by  the  Inspector. 

In  41  cases  the  boats  were  found  to  be  defective;  in  8 cases  the 
decks  were  leaking,  allowing  water  to  run  into  the  bunks  and  cabins  ; 9 
required  painting;  14  were  found  carrying  defective  water  vessels;  5 
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boats  were  found  to  be  without  certificates  of  registration  on  board  as 
required  by  the  Act,  on  2 boats  the  certificates  did  not  identify  the 
boats,  the  cabins  of  one  boat  were  found  to  be  in  a filthy  condition, 
and  in  2 cases  the  ventilation  was  inefficient. 

In  all  cases  of  infringements  the  owners  were  served  with  notices 
requiring  them  to  rectify  the  various  defects,  and  these  have  since  been 
made  good,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.

PUBLIC  URINALS. 

The  number  of  public  urinals  within  the  City  is  55,  as  against  54 
last  year. 

Two  new  urinals  have  during  the  year  been  erected,  viz.,  one 
adjoining  the  Royal  Engineer  Inn  at  Dudley  Hill,  on  premises  belonging 
to  Messrs.  Joseph  Stocks  & Co.,  Ltd.,  and  one  adjoining  the  Robin 
Hood  Hotel  at  Undercliffe,  on  premises  belonging  to  Messrs.  Waller  and 
Son,  Ltd. 

The  public  urinal  situated  near  to  the  junction  of  Southfield  Lane 
and  High  Street,  Great  Horton,  has,  during  the  year,  been  removed,  the 
site  being  required  for  building  purposes. 

The  rest  of  the  urinals  have,  where  necessary,  been  repaired  and 
maintained  in  good  order. 

DANGEROUS  AND  UNFENCED  PLACES. 

Lour  hundred  and  seventy-three  places,  including  houses  and  other 
buildings,  have  been  reported  by  the  Sanitary  Officers  as  being  in  a 
dangerous  condition. 

These  have  been  dealt  with  and  made  secure  from  personal  danger, 
either  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Surveyor  or  the  Chief  Inspector 

of  Nuisances.

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BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

During  the  year  80  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Officers 
to  the  various  graveyards  within  the  City,  but  no  irregularities  were 
observed. 

The  remains  of  78  persons  have  been  removed  from  the  Baptist 
Chapel  Burial  Ground  at  Tetley  Street,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
an  Order  of  the  Home  Secretary,  and  re-interred  at  Bowling  Cemetery 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  Sanitary  Officers. 


WATER  SUPPLY  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  some  parts  of  districts  incorporated  with  Bradford  in  consequence 
of  the  Extension  Order  of  1899  there  are  dwellings  situate  a considerable 
distance  from  any  water  main  and  are  dependent  upon  surface  wells  or 
streams  for  a supply  of  water.  I have  made  the  following  report  in 
reference  to  the  polluted  water  of  the  wells  in  the  districts  of  Back  Heights 
and  Springholes,  Thornton. 

“ The  number  of  houses  in  this  district  without  satisfactory  drainage 
amounts  to  90,  and  at  present  the  drainage  from  these  houses  flows  over  fields 
and  finally  enters  a disused  quarry.  The  natural  fall  for  drainage  is  good, 
and  it  is  desirable  that  some  system  of  collection  and  treatment  of  sewage 
should  be  adopted.  I recommended  that  some  scheme  for  drainage  should 
be  prepared  and  that  the  Street  and  Drainage  Committee  and  the  Sewage 
Committee  be  approached  and  asked  to  carry  it  out. 

“ In  view  of  the  fact  that  property  owners  cannot  be  compelled  to 
connect  houses  with  the  sewer,  unless  there  is  a drain  within  100  feet,  it 
appears  necessary  that  the  main  drainage  should  be  carried  out  first.”

They  were 
immediately  applied  for,  and  have  been  continuously  occupied  since.  A 
set  of  rules  drawn  up  for  the  occupiers,  together  with  application  form, 
is  inserted  as  Appendix  III. 
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NEW  BUILDINGS.

CONFERENCE  ON  THE  SPREAD  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

BY  VAGRANTS. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  committee  we  attended  a 
Conference  on  the  above  subject  held  at  the  offices  of  the  London  County 
Council  on  Thursday,  ioth  of  November. 

The  Conference  was  attended  by  representatives  of  the  London 
County  Council,  of  most  Counties  and  County  Boroughs  of  England 
and  Wales,  and  by  representatives  of  the  Metropolitan  Borough  Councils 
and  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board. 

This  Conference  was  called  upon  the  initiative  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  who  within  the  last  ten 
years  has  specially  studied  the  influence  of  the  vagrant  in  the  trans- 
mission of  infective  disease.  Smallpox  is,  of  course,  by  far  the  most 
important  disease  spread  by  the  tramp,  and  the  discussion  was 

practically  limited  to  the  methods  of  prevention  to  be  adopted  in 

reference  to  Smallpox. 

The  Conference  by  a large  majority  resolved  that  until  some  powers 
are  obtained  and  means  adopted  for  the  compulsory  vaccination,  the 
disinfection  of  the  clothing,  and  the  cleansing  of  the  vagrants  themselves 
little  will  have  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  preventing  the  tramp 
from  spreading  Smallpox.  Resolutions  were  adopted  urging  Parliament 
to  grant  special  facilities  for  this  purpose. 


The  Conference  also  considered  the  influence  of  common  lodging 
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houses  and  casual  wards  of  workhouses  on  the  transmission  of  Smallpox 
by  tramps,  and  considered  that  the  Local  Authority  should  have  power 
to  temporarily  close  a common  lodging  house  in  whole  or  in  part,  and 
that  compensation  should  be  given  to  the  keeper  of  the  house. 

Other  matters  which  seem  to  have  but  an  indirect  bearing  on  tramps 
and  Smallpox,  such  as  Labour  Bureaux  and  the  establishment  of  labour 
colonies,  were  considered,  and  the  Conference  expressed  the  opinion  that 
it  was  desirable  that  a National  Voluntary  Agency  should  be  formed  for 
assisting  bona-fide  working  men  while  travelling  through  the  country  in 
search  of  work. 

It  was  also  the  opinion  of  the  Conference  that  the  powers  of 
the  Poor  Law  Guardians  under  the  Poor  Law  Acts  of  1889  and  1899 
to  assume  and  exercise,  in  certain  circumstances,  parental  rights  over  the 
children  of  pauper  parents,  should  be  extended  so  as  to  confer  similar 
rights  over  the  children  of  habitual  vagrants. 


Finally  a Committee  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Local 
Government  Board  and  individual  members  of  Parliament,  with  a view 
of  giving  some  practical  effect  to  the  resolutions  passed  by  the 
Conference.

UNDERGROUND  BAKEHOUSES  IN  BRADFORD. 

Successful  Appeal  by  the  Corporation. 

In  the  King’s  Bench  Divisional  Court,  composed  of  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  and  Air.  Justice  Kennedy  and  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore,  an  appeal  was 
heard  yesterday  in  the  case  of  Evans  v.  Gallon  & Son.  It  was  a magistrates’ 
case,  brought  on  informations  laid  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop 

Act  of  1901.  It  came  up  as  a case  stated  by  Mr.  Skidmore,  Stipendiary 
Magistrate  of  Bradford,  and  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  William 
Gallon  & Son,  207,  Priestman  Street,  Bradford,  could  carry  on  an  under- 
ground bakehouse  which  had  existed  before  the  passing  of  the  Act 
of  1895,  without  having  a certificate  as  required  by  the  Act  of  1901. 
Two  informations  were  preferred  by  William  Arnold  Evans,  Medical 

Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  of  Bradford,  who  complained  that 
on  the  13th  and  21st  January,  1904,  the  defendants  unlawfully  used 
an  underground  bakehouse  at  207,  Priestman  Street,  without  the  same 
being  certified  by  the  Bradford  City  Council,  under  the  provisions  of 

the  Act  of  1901,  Section  101.  The  case  for  the  appellants,  the  local 

authority,  was  that  the  premises  should  not  be  used  without  a certificate 
showing  that  the  requirements  of  the  local  City  Council  had  been 
complied  with  in  regard  to  ventilation,  light,  &c.,  so  as  to  be  suitable 
for  the  purpose  of  a bakehouse.  For  the  respondents,  the  defendants 
before  the  magistrate,  it  was  argued  that  as  the  premises  were  used 
as  an  underground  bakehouse  prior  to  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act 
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of  1895,  no  certificate  was  required.  The  magistrate  held  in  favour  of 
the  defendants,  and  dismissed  both  informations,  and  hence  the  present 
appeal. 

Mr.  Danckwerts,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Scarlett  appeared  for  the  appellants. 

Mr.  Newell  represented  the  respondents. 

Mr.  Danckwerts,  K.C.,  in  opening  the  case,  said  that  the  point  was 
a short  one  : Whether  an  underground  bakehouse  which  was  in  existence 
at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  a certain  Act  of  Parliament  could  be  used 
without  a certificate  of  the  local  authority  showing  that  the  owner  of  the 
premises  had  complied  with  certain  sanitary  requirements.  He  appeared 
for  the  local  Corporation,  and  said  that  it  did  require  a certificate 
showing  that  the  sanitary  requirements  had  been  complied  with.  By  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act  of  1895  underground  bakehouses  were 
prohibited  unless  they  had  been  in  use  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of 
the  Act.  But  that  Act  was  repealed  by  the  Act  of  1901,  and  by  that 
Act  there  was  superadded  a clause  to  the  effect  that  not  only  could 
they  continue  in  use,  but,  further,  that  they  could  not  be  used  unless 
they  complied  with  certain  sanitary  requirements  of  the  local  authorities, 
and  that  evidence  of  such  requirements  being  compled  with  was  to  be 
a certificate  of  such  local  authority.  The  magistrate  had  held  that  an 
underground  bakehouse  existing  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Act 
mentioned  could  be  used  without  a certificate. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  : It  is  apparent  that  they  cannot  be  used 
without  a certificate. 

Mr.  Danckwerts  said  that  that  would  strike  the  average  mind, 
but  it  did  not  strike  the  mind  of  the  learned  magistrate,  and  he 
dismissed  the  summonses  on  the  ground  that  no  certificate  was  required, 
as  the  premises  were  being  used  as  an  underground  bakehouse  prior  to 
the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1895.  He  (counsel)  contended  that  that 
decision  was  wrong. 
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Mr.  Newell,  for  the  respondents,  said  that  the  magistrate  had  held 
that  there  was  a vested  interest  which  gave  a right  to  continue  the 
the  use  of  an  underground  bakehouse  after  the  passing  of  the  Act, 
and  that  such  premises  were  subject  to  the  foregoing  provision  which 
involved  their  continuance. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice,  in  giving  judgment,  said  it  was  clear  that 
there  was  no  class  of  underground  bakehouse  that  could  be  omitted 
from  the  operation  of  the  section,  and  that  there  should  be  a certificate. 


The  other  Judges  agreed,  and  the  appeal  was  allowed  with  costs.

REGULATIONS. 

1.  — Each  house  is  Jet  at  a rent  of  5s.  6d.  which  shall  be  paid  weekly  to  the 

Agent  of  the  Corporation  on  demand  at  the  appointed  time,  or  at  the 
Corporation  Estate  Office,  No.  2,  Ivegate.  No  arrears  will  be  allowed. 

2.  — The  tenancy  may  be  terminated  on  either  side  by  written  notice  given  on 

any  rent-day  to  expire  on  the  next  rent-day. 

3.  — At  the  termination  of  any  tenancy  the  tenant  shall  leave  the  house 

in  a perfectly  clean  condition  and  in  good  repair.  The  Agent  shall 
satisfy  himself  as  to  this  before  accepting  possession. 

4.  — No  tenant  shall  assign,  underlet,  take  in  lodgers,  use  the  premises  as  a 

shop  or  workshop,  or  expose  any  goods  or  materials  for  sale  or  hire 
on  the  premises,  without  the  consent  of  the  Corporation. 

5.  — No  poultry  or  pigeons  shall  be  kept,  nor  any  animal  which  becomes 

a cause  of  annoyance  to  adjoining  occupiers. 

6.  — No  refuse  shall  be  thrown  from  the  windows  or  doors. 

7.  — Ashes  and  dry  refuse  only  shall  be  thrown  into  the  ashpit.  All  vegetable 

and  kitchen  refuse  shall  be  burnt.  Tenants  are  earnestly  requested  to 
observe  this  regulation , which  is  necessary  to  promote  the  healthiness  and 
comfort  of  their  dwellings. 

8.  — No  cotton  waste,  cotton,  or  anything  likely  to  choke  the  water-closet 

shall  be  put  therein. 

9.  — No  overcrowding  shall  be  allowed. 

10. — The  Corporation  reserve  to  themselves  the  right,  at  all  reasonable  times, 
to  inspect  any  portion  of  the  premises,  and  to  enforce  observance 
of  these  Rules  and  Regulations.
